In 
this country cooperative distribution 
ha* been marked by almost total fail- 
ore. The greatest cause for the fail- 
ore was collapse of the labor acd farm 
movement* which gave the 
system 


birth acd tbe lack of bcslaess knowl- 
edge. The stores never were thorough- 
y organize! and nearly always lacked 
Ihe support of the wholesale house 
from which ihcy could obtain their 
supplies. Departcicat stores, trading 
stamp schemes, and the low prices 
of taail order house* all aided In the 
downfall of cooperative stores. Fur- 
thermore, conditions ia Ihl* country, 
\t Individuality of twr people, their 
changing employment aad Impttoous 
nature which looks to speculation 
rather than to conservative Investment 
are opposed to the tplrit of coopera- 
tion. Free libraries. pub:ic lectures, 
university extension courses, savings 
banks, bcilding and ban associations 
and Insurance policies take the place 
la this country which the cooperative 
store occupies la Kurope. 
Many of 


Ihe above causes are being removed 
to-day by the evolution la the Indus- 
trial world. Recent organizations are 
opoa a much firmer basis. Cooperative

In the Mississippi valley and on the 
Pacific coast, tint, above all. the 
growth df social fellowship and oaloa- 
i$m npoa a solid foundation, only pos- 
sible In recent year*, together with a 
thorough
